Work was started dining the past 
w- 
on the refining plant of the 
World Refining Company at Bridge- 
p *rt. 
Foundations for the buildings 
have already been laid and several 
carloads of machinery are either on 
the ground or in transit. 
The plant 
is expected to be ready for operation 
by the latter part of March. 
The 
plant will have a daily capacity of 
five hundred barrels of crude oil. 


The automobile tax of Wise county 
car owners is a princely sum, amount­ 
ing to several thousand dollars. 
Un­ 
der the present law, this county tax 
goes to the state highway commis-* 
sion in Austin, and after certain ex­ 
penses are deducted, which goes to 
maintain the Austin office, fifty per 
cent of what is left is returned to 
the county, and it is held in “re­ 
serve” until the Meridian Highway 
is completed and paid for. 
At pres­ 
ent there is a fund, the accumula­ 
tion of several years, of something 
like $20,000 to be expended in main­ 
taining this highway after it is com­ 
pleted. 
Not one penny of this huge 
amount, under the present law, can 
be used until the Meridian road is 
finished and all accounts against it 
are paid. 
This law is faulty, in Messenger’s 
opinion, in that justice is not done 
automobile owners who never use the 
Meridian Highway running from Fort 
W orth thru Decatur to Bowie. 
It 
appears to the Messenger that every 
automobile owner who is taxed for 
road building purposes should receive 
some of the benefits of the fund, and 
doubtless, Senator Guinn Williams 
thinks as the Messenger thinks, for 
he has introduced a bill in the sen­ 
ate which calls for a greater per cent 
of the tax for the county and a more 
equal distribution of the money in 
road building. 
As Messenger sees it, 
why should the auto owners in the 
Chico, 
Bridgeport, 
Paradise, 
Boyd 
and other communities removed from 
the Meridian Highway route be tax­ 
ed to maintain a road which they 
never, or seldom, use? 
W hy not 
give the roads in all parts of the 
county a portion of the tax the ca- 
owners are compelled to pay for the 
exclusive upkeep of one road?

bad hurt the farm er more than any 
other class, and that on this account 
the farm er is entitled to every consid­ 
eration within reason. 
# 
At such a time as this when the 
farm er is facing the problem of which 
crops to grow, and how much he can 
venture to spend in their production, 
Mr. Harpor says, that he, as a farmer 
himself, knows that it is the most dif­ 
ficult situation of the kind he has ever 
confronted. 
This is the way this agricultural 
authority figures out the proposition 
of profitable crop production in 1921: 
'"Grow enough food and feed crops 
to supply as far as possible the needs 
of the family, the tenants and live­ 
stock. Then pick out the kind of cash 
crops that seem to offer the best pros­ 
pects. 
“Cotton will always be one of the 
best cash crops that a Southern farm­ 
er can grow. 
No cotton farm er can 
afford 
to 
throw cotton aside alto­ 
gether. 


But cotton should not be tho only 
cash crop. 
It would only bo another 
case of carrying all the eggs in one 
basket. 
It is better to go to market 
with more than one crop. 
Among 
these other crops are peanuts, legume 
hays, tobacco, sweet potatoes, sugar 
cane, sorghum, rice and perhaps other 
crops. 
In addition there should be 
a gradual adding, as means will allow, I 
of more livestock, beginning with hogs j 
preferably and taking on other ani 
mala as soon as possible. 
"Sr 
‘In facing the problem of profitable 
'crop production for the year 1921, two 
facts must be considered. 
(I) Crop 
prices are low, (2) Crop producing 
expenses have not fallen correspond- I 
ingly. 
■ “Tho farmer must remember that 1 
when crop prices are low. it takes 
m ore of tho crops to cover tho pro­ 
duction cost. 
This narrows the mar- 
**gin"bf‘profit s. 
Therefore, ii a farmer 
does not look well to keeping iii) his 
'acre yields, there will be no margin 
left above tile cost of production. 
“Always, the most expensive yields 
are the low yields and tile most re­ 
munerative are the high yields 
It 
there are losses lo be sustained, as 
was the case in 1920. the tanner who 
grew Hie greatest yields per acre lost 
least. 
“A safe and sane policy that needs 
especial emphasis for 1921, is: ‘Guard 
your profits with high acre yields.’ 
This involves good preparation of the 
seed bed, the use of high producing 
seed, liberal fertilization and thorough 
cultivation. 
A neglect to employ any 
one of these to tile proper extent may 
mean that the farmer will find him­ 
self poorer at the end of the season 
than ut the beginning, 
“Labor is the greatest item of cost 
in producing a crop yield. 
It must 
be used to the extent of thorough oui j 
tivation. 
Fertilizers are next in the! 
list of cost items. 
Since high yields 
per acre are so essential in times oil 
low prices of crops, and since fertiliz-j 
ers increase acre yields more than any I 
thing else, they cannot tie reduced iii! 
1.921. 
In fact, it may be that they will 
liave to be depended upon more than 
ever, to make acre* yields that will: 
be profitable, 
“An investment in good seed is one j 
of th-.* best that a farmer can mat. 
at any time. 
“in a word, this is a time for farm 
efficiency, faith and courage 
These 
Til tues 
exercised, tile tai me; 
will 
•emerge from the post war struggle vic­ 
toriously.”

he wore to church many years, and 
now that he’s gone It has been sent 
by his family to the rummage sale to 
be disposed of for the benefit of the 
church. 
And there on the counter Is an 
old china pug dog that used to guard 
the mantelpiece In somebody’s house. 
And on a rack hangs the Prince Al­ 
bert coat that some fellow wore when 
he was m arried and which his wife 
kept as a treasured thing through the 
years; now she has given It away be­ 
cause the sentiment attached to it 
finally is dead like last year’s leaf. 
They are handy institutions, these 
rummage sales, enabling one, as they 
do, to give away for good purposes 
what he no longer needs, or wants or 
cares for. 
He holds on to such things 
a long time and then one day he gets 
tired of seeing them around and away 
they go to the rumamge sale, the sec­ 
ond-hand store and the rag shop. 
But the rummage of minds aud char­ 
acters most people hold on to and cher­ 
ish forever, observes the Haverhill 
(Mass.) Gazette. To their dying day 
they keep old and worn-out prejudices 
and fight hard for them. 
They keep 
fast to habits, knowing they are bad, 
but lacking the will or the courage to 
throw them off. 
The next time you gather together 
your old clothes for the rummage sale 
and have packed them all In one bun­ 
dle, suppose you say to yourself: 
“Let’s see, what have I left out? What 
passions, prejudices and habits are lit­ 
tering up my mind and character?” 
You will not be able to get rid of 
this rummage as easily as you can dis­ 
pose of your old clothes, but once hav­ 
ing taken stock of it you will know 
yourself better. 
The first step to self- 
improvement is to become acquainted 
with your defects. 


EDGAR FIRST ENGLISH KING 


W hy It Is Incorrect to Give Honor to 
Egbert, as Some Historian* 
Have Done. 


Egbert is frequently, but incorrect­ 
ly, called the “first king of England.” 
He became king of Wessex, the land 
of the West Saxons, In 802 A. D., and 
before he died, In 839 A. D., he had 
made himself overlord of all the other 
Anglo-Saxon kingdoms. 
He was nev- 
»*r, indeed, directly, king of all Eng- 
land. 
Kent, Sussex, and Essex, were 
governed by rulers of his own family, 
appointed by himself. 
Mercia, East 
Anglia, and Northumberland retained 
their own kings, ruling under Egbert 
us their overlord. 
In this way, to 
quote 
the 
words of John 
Richard 
Green, In his “Short History of the 
English People,” “the whole English 
race in Britain was for the first time 
knit together undei « single ruler. 
Long and hitter us tile struggle for 
Independence was still to lie in Mer­ 
cia and in the north, yet from the 
moment that Northumbria bowed to 
its W'est-Sitxon overlord England was 
made, in fact, if not as yet in name.” 
It was not until the year 959 that 
Edgar (i*H-9|5). became king of a 
united England.

ARE C pT J 
DAILY BY NEW M ACHINE*- t 
A new machine nuilt on the *nd^x£ 
less track principle, designed es­ 
pecially for the purpose of exca­ 
vating peat, conveys some idea 
of the proportions to which this 
Industry has growri. 
The excavator proper consists 
of a worm conveyor having cut­ 
ting edges on the outboard end. 
Tills unit digs to a maximum 
depth of seven feet, conveying 
the mass to a m acerator, where 
it is ground and churned to a 
paste. 
The operation is continu­ 
ous, the paste next being dis­ 
charged upon the ground and 
spread in a uniform layer, about 
16 feet wide by 4 feet thick, by 
a spreader, which also cuts it 
into 
narrow 
ribbons. 
Another 
machine then cuts these into 
easily-handled 
briquettes, 
says 
an article in Popular Mechanics. 
After a prelim inary drying the 
briquettes are arranged in wind­ 
row's that the drying process 
may be completed. 
The excava­ 
tor Is powered by a gasoline en­ 
gine and Is completely self-con­ 
tained and self-moving. 
The ex­ 
treme width of the tread en­ 
ables the heavy machine to trav­ 
el easily over the soft, marshy 
ground where It would be Impos­ 
sible to move a wheeled vehicle. 
Engineers of the bureau of 
mines, University of Minnesota, 
are authority for the statem ent 
that there are sufficient peat de­ 
posits in sight to supply all the 
fuel requirements of the state for 
hundreds of years at the pres­ 
ent consumption rate.

CUT COTTON COST 
BY MAKING FOOD 


Treasure-trove Is money, plate, bul­ 
lion, coin, gold or silver, found hid­ 
den In the earth or other private place, 
the owner being unknown. 
According 
to Roman law, treasure found by « 
man in bls own land belonged to the 
finder; lf found In the land of an­ 
other, half was given to the owner of 
the land and half to the finder. 
In 
Great Britain treasure-trove belongs 
to the Crown, and concealment by the 
finder is an Indictable offense. 
The 
Crown, however, is In the practice ol 
paying to the finder the value of the 
property upon its being delivered up, 
In ISSC the home office of the British 
government gave notice that the find­ 
ers of treasure would tie permitted tc 
retain articles not required for any 
national institution, subsequent to a 
deduction of ten per cen t; article! 
required for museums, etc., are paid 
for at their antiquarian value, less 
20 per cent. 
The civil code of the 
province of Quebec, which is largely 
based Off the old French law, follows 
the rnlo"of the Roman law upon this 
point. 
Article 586 says: “The owner­ 
ship of a treasure rests with him who 
finds it in his property; if he finds It 
in the property of another, it belong? 
half to him, and the other half to the 
owner of the property. 
A treasure In 
any buried or hidden thing of which 
no ore can prove himself the owner 
and which is discovered by chance.”

^CALCIUM ARSENATE T R E A TM EN T 


An idea of the benefit gained by 
^application of the calcium 
arsenate 
treatm ent developed and recommend­ 
ed by the United States Department 
of A griculture against the eotton-boll 
weevil is found in the experience of 
a large planter at Tallulah, La. With 
th e exception of certain test plats, this 
m an’s entire acreage was dusted with 
calcium arsenate, the cost being $9.20 
:an acre. He obtained an average yield 
rdf L215 pounds of seed cotton to the 
asci*© on the land surrounding the tost 
plats, while these unpoisoned 
test 
jplats averaged only 300 pounds, oi 
about 25 per cent of the yield on the 
poisoned cotton. 
Thus his net profit 
from poisoning on these 
areas 
on 
sales m ade before declining prices o! 
cotton was about $120 an acre. 


A tlanta, Ga.— (Special.)—“A right* 
about-face movement in 1921 is neces­ 
sary if the farm ers of the South are 
to get on safe, firm ground again,” 
said H. G. Hastings, President of the 
great Southeastern Fair. 
"It looks as if we all went cotton 
crazy last spring, despite all the dan­ 
ger signals flying and the disregard 
of plain facts as to costs of cotton 
production. We have repeated our fol­ 
lies of 1911 and 1914 and piled up 
debts based on costly food and grain 
to be paid for by cotton that is now 
below cost of production. 
“W ith few exceptions those items 
of food and grain could and should 
have been produced on home acres 
at one-third to one-half what the sup­ 
ply m erchant charges for them. 
“Cotton is the one best money crop 
for the South, and probably always 
will be. 
The time of war prices is 
over and the problem from now on is 
to lower cost of production and at the 
same time afford the cotton grower a 
fair profit. 
“Ct»st of making cotton is primarily 
the cost of food, grain anil 
forage 
for i tie farmer, his family, his labor­ 
ers or tenants, and his work stock. 
Cutting food, grain and forage costs 
by home production will reduce cot­ 
ton ci cts from one-third to one-half. 
“Plant for an abundance of food, 
grain and forage, thus cutting down 
store hills, and the lower prices for 
cotton will not hurt so much. We can­ 
not, with European countries so thor­ 
oughly disorganized, reasonably expect 
high prices for cotton for several years 
and we must make cotton at lower 
cost, or else quit cotton growing. 
“Most of us cannot quit 
cotton, 
hence the absolute necessity of food, 
grain and forage planting in 1921 
the making on home acres of every 
pound of food and grain needed to see 
us through. 
“In this food production program, 
takfc the home vegetable garden seri­ 
ously. Give the home garden a square 
deal and it will surprise you In the 
amount of healthful food produced. It 
takes the least ground, can be plant­ 
ed the earliest, brings quick returns 
and lf kept replanted, and worked will 
stay by you all the season through.

It is possible for germs to be whirled 
through space In a comet, and. under 
favorable conditions, to attack human 
beings and animals after reach.eg out 
atmosphere.
